T HE ONLY COURSE the Liberal government In 
Ottawa can pcwsibly follow if it hope* to ride out 
the mounting tide of scandal now threatening Its very 
existence is to take Erik Nielsen'* advice and “make 
m clean breast” of the whole matter. 

This of course. Is not to say that if the govern¬ 
ment doe* abide by Mr. Nielsen’* suggestion It 
will be, able to absolve itself of any of the blame. 

Far from it, for it is clear even now that the govern¬ 
ment will be damned, if it does and damned if it 
doesn’t. 

But It mav perhaps be damned a little lest if it 

Already the repercussions of the past weeks 
events in the House are spreading wide from the 
nation's capital leaving In their wake an angered, hor¬ 
rified and disgiMted citizenry throughout the ana. 

Whatever role the administration may now choose 
to play much damage ha* already been done. Cer¬ 
tainly the recent allegations of bribery and cowctat 
haw caught a number of Quebec officials in the fed¬ 
eral government in a distinctly unflattering Hght. And 
though it Is to be hoped for the sake of fairness 
and national unity that the rest of Canada will not 
allow old prejudices to color it* view the seeds of 
suspicion have once again been sown. 

Apart from the harm to national oneness that 
has befallen the country through the matter, there are 
other areas wihlch have suffered. Certainly our Cana¬ 
dian image abroad has been hard hit to the great 
pleasure of our enemies and distress of our friends. 

Nor can the body and spirit of one of our great 
national political parties—'the liberals—hope to 
emerge from the trouble unscathed or unweakened, 

It does not naed a political pundit to predict that a 
major rebuilding job will face the party leaders before 
this scandalous matter is brought to an end. 

Though unquestionably innocent of the whole af¬ 
fair, the full burden of it now rests upon the shoulder* 
of one man—Prime Minister Lester Pearson. 

It ts he who must now decide upon the course 
which this country, his government and his party 
must take. It is he who must be looked to to estab¬ 
lish order In hi* own political ranks, purge his party 
if necessary and reclaim the unity of our people and 
re-establish the reputation of the nation. 

If he has neither the strength nor the will to do 
this he has no alternative but to resign. 

Valuable Study 

T HE COMMUNITY Welfare Council's special com¬ 
mittee on juvenile delinquency ha* done a com¬ 
mendable job of looking Into the worsening state of 
a) fairs In this respect In Greater Victoria, the con¬ 
tributing factors and the way* in which remedies could 
be applied. When delinquency among boys has in¬ 
creased substantially more than the peculation in this 
age group In the past eight years, and especially when 
about one boy in thirteen is in the category of an 
offender, the citizenry cannot help but be aroused. 
Hut the value of the committee'* report will chiefly 
He In the results achieved as a consequence of tt* rec- 
omnmdationi,, and gaining such result* will depend 
on unflagging public interest and pleasure. 

Some at the proposals fortunately are capable of 
being implemented with some speed and in fairly 
direct fashion, given energetic leadership and public 
support. The establishment, tor Instance, of an ade¬ 
quate and more fully staffed juvenile and family court 
v to replace the present institution on Coldharbor Road 
The hearing ot traffic charges against juveniles In adult 
court, where they belong If the youngsters are suf¬ 
ficiently responsible to be given drivers' licences. An 
improved system of record keeping covering juvenile 
offences in the area. 

Some of the other recommended measures, on the 
other hand, are not nearly so readily realized. These 
include placing social workers or psychologists in all 
the elementary schools to detect and curb the boys 
and girl* moving toward delinquency, the chief pre¬ 
ventive step put forward by the committee; the re¬ 
vision and expansion of the provincial juvenile cor¬ 
rection system, which is outside the field of municipal 
representatives except through such influence as they 
may bring to bear on the provincial government, and 
likewise the c omplete physical and mental examina¬ 
tion of all juveniles before they are committed to any 
training school. 

It is in these latter respect* that the need of a 
continuing, organized, effort will be greatest if the 
goals are to be reached in whole or in part. A perma¬ 
nent action committee at the community level, as sug¬ 
gested following the receipt of the report on the study, 
would seem to be a prime necessity. 

Something Lacking 

r WOULD SURPRISE the Commons and the public 
as well to learn that anyone can set up a drug 
company without even telling the federal authority 
jiresumed to keep track of such things. TWs, how¬ 
ever, is tike state of affairs, according to the head of 
the federal food and ding directorate. 

One wonders therefore how far its direction goes 
In the regirt ration and overseeing of such business. 

Apparently there are some 500 drug companies 
"of one kind and another' in Canada, and there may 
be others the direct orate doesn't know anything aliouL 
This i* hatxtiy a satislactory situation. 

Supposedly a icKid and drug dimtorate was set 
tip to secure at least s'xme measure of control over 
lirms coming within the scope of its titular jurisdic¬ 
tion; otherwise what Is its function? 

The manufacture and sale of drugs is something 
that affects Impertantly the health and welfare of the 
public at large. It Is disturbing to learn that com¬ 
panies may be operating without even the blessing of 
registration; unknown entirely to the directorate itself. 

There is something lacking here that needs cor- 
rectlon. __

It is shrimping time in Sooke basin . . . and our f 
first attempt at deepwater shrimping makes a rather r 
•id story. r 

■Shrimfts like the safety of a dark trap and most of the i 
commercial trmpa are made of wooden laths with about a i 
quatler-mch space between each lath and in much the same jt 
d*-ign as the wire and net crab pots except Uie enframes f 
are narrower. The bottoms art usually covered with a layer 
of cement to sink them , 

They are easy enough for the amateur shrimper lo make, , 
hut we aren't mu^h good at making anything and last winter , 
when we saw a small wire shrimp |>ot in a second-hand store , 
We hought it. . | 

After all we mly want ihe odd feed or two of shrimps. 
wt reasoned H doesn't really matter much if tlie pot m i loo 
dark at 116 feet under water, we thought 

The pot «n missing a door and we cut out a piece of sheet 
tin to fit. attached it to a couple of ting hooks as hinges and 
made It fit to lock at the slide catch. 

Then we went to Ed Pal User on the Sooke wharf and 
hought I'JS feet of rope the floating kind, because in Sooke 
Basin a *hrimp pirate war is often in full swing and ihere u a 
danger tlie buoy will be cut from the trap.

We headed for where we knew the commercial traps would I 
he and about a quarter mile from shore we spotted them, i

The deep hole about 100 feet deep where the shrimps 
gather is fust ahnut tn the middle of the hay and commercial 
shrimpers have an agreement with tuchoaler Doug MacFarlane 
Ihat they won't set pots in die navigation channel . and 
MacFarlane toopefHlcs by trying lo avoid the shrimp traps. 

Sunday morning we went out to retrieve our shrimp pot 
Thi« time we took time lo j*it on our outboard motor. 

Two commercial boats were lifting iheir pots. We couldn t 
find our« where we left it At first tse angrily thought we had 
been pirated as a newcomer but after cruising around we 
found our pot about a quarter mile away. We had forgotten 
to weight it and the tide had carried It sway 

When we lifted it we found our Improvised door had come 
off and that a huge sunflower star was inside raiding our 
bait and shrimp* 

We could se« the shrimps dropping out as we hoisted the 
pot If looked like we had made a pretty good catch, but we 
had tied the rone so the trap duor wts on tlie bottom of the 
pot instead of the top . and the shrimps had an easy escipe 
hatch We did manage to get a few shrimps which we boiled 
. . 15 to 10 minutes in saltwater or one pound of salt to two 

gallons of fresh water ... for a taste rather than the feed we

Junk Invaluable 


By M. V. (HESMT, FKHB 

I One rift in tha dome* tic harmony of 
the Chnaut family ariaea from my col¬ 
lection of junk - aome asaortod length* 
of corrugated Iron aheeta. together with 
several rolls of beatan-up old roofing 
paper. 

I haw to admit that thi* bric-a-brac 
I* a hit of an eyesore, and my wife goes 
around In |ierpehial fear ol being hauled, 
into court on the grounds of operating 
an unlicensed junk yard, but I couldn't 
get along without my sheets of of g*l- 
v anized Iron snd rolls of tar paper, and 
severs] times I have rescued them in 
the nick of time as they were about to 
be hauled aw’ay in a salvage collection, 
a a * 

This unsightly material make* it poa- 
sible for me to do a lot of planting and 
transplanting through the wettest months 
of the year. Most winter*, it isn't frost 
or cold that suspends operation*, hut the 
condition of the soil, for you can't plant 
anything when the garden ia a sea of 
sosgy mud. 

If I have a shrub or *mall tree or a 
clump of perennial flower* I want to 
move. I simply lav cne of my sheets 
ol galvanised iron on the proposed new 
site and sratch a little ditch around it 
to tarry off any excess rain. In a couple 
of weeks, tlie soil under tha sheet ia 


almost dry and In grand shape for dig¬ 
ging and planting. 

The first seeds lo he town outdoor* In 
the spring are the onion*, and these can 
go in— as far as temperatures are con¬ 
cerned—at early aa February. But here 
again, the aoil is seldom fit to be walked 
an, much lest sown to onions, until after 
the drying winds of March have gotten 
In their licks. 

-Right now. next spring's onion bed is 
covered with tar pajer, weighed down 
with bricks around the edges, and the 
soil under it will be in lovely shape for 
sowing by February. 

Moreover, there won't be any weeds 
tn it. for the rooting paper will have 
smothered them, and only thoae garden¬ 
er* who have had to hand-weed tlie 
gra*s-like onion seedlings can appre¬ 
ciate how much this means. 

a * * 

The soil i* warmer, too, under the tar 
paper, for Its dull black color absorb* 
and traps almost all the available heat 
lrom the sun Thi* extra stored warmth 
will *j>eed up the germination of the 
seed* and get the onion seedlings away 
to a good atari. 

I have never tried It yet. but I have 
an idea that a much earlier crop of corn 
could be grown by covering the row 
with a roll of building paper several 


weeks In advance of sowing, then poking 

Iwle* in it to drop the seed* in, leaving 
the p»i>er in position. 

Corn demand* warm soil and not too 
much moisture for vigorous Rcrtnina- 
liun, and I have a hunch that some 
really husky seedling* would come pok¬ 
ing up through the holes in the dull black 
l«i>er. I understand they grow pine¬ 
apple* this way in Hawaii! 

a * * 

l ntil recent year*. 1 would always 
tent a couple of *heetc of galvanized 
iron over my compoat heap in winter, 
for with thi* bit of protection from the 
wont of the rain, the heap would stay 
tu*t nicely moist, never soggy wet and 
sodden. Nowaday* I use a hlack plastic 
sheet, which serves the same purpoa* 
without such a Skid Road appearance. 

Black plastic can t uke the placo at 
galvanized iron lor growing tomatoes, 
(hough. When 1 set out my tomato 
plant* In late spring, several iron sheets 
will he mounted on edge on strong 
stake*, to act as a windbreak and to 
reflect the heat of the tun onto tha 
plants. 

The extra warmth secured tn thi* 
wsy will ripen the fruit as much aa ID 
day* ahead of unprotected plants, par¬ 
ticularly in a cool summer such aa wt 
had this year.
